BYU  Dairy  Herd  Above 
Average  for  Utah,  U.  S. 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
dairy  herd,  recently  awarded  the 
yearly  Holstein  Association  cer- 
tificate for  excellence  is  consid- 
erably higher  in  milk  and  but- 
terfat  production  than  the  aver- 
age herd  in  the  United  States 
and  Utah,  according  to  Grant 
Richards,  associate  professor  of 
animal  husbandry  at  BYU. 

The  average  cow  in  the  United 
States  produces  . about  2,875 
quarts  of  milk  and  230  pounds 
of  butterfat  a year.  The  average 
BYU  cow  gives  6,276  quarts  of 
milk  and  470  pounds  of  butter 
fat  a year. 

THE  BYU  DAIRY  herd  also 
produces  more  than  twice  as 
much  milk  and  butterfat  than 
does  the  average  herd  in  Utah, 
which  puts  out  a yearly  average 
of  approximately  3,000  and  260

“Privileges  and  facilities  of  the 
Student  Health  Center  are  avail- 
able to  regularly  enrolled  stu- 
dents at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity summer  term  who  are 
carrying  nine  hours  or  more,” 
states  Dr.  Paul  K.  Edmunds, 
center  staff  member. 


At  -present  the  center  has 
available  one  doctor  and  ten  full 
time  nurses  and  three  part-time 
doctors.  Another  full  time  doctor 
will  be  available  in  July  when 
Dr.  Richard  A.  Nimer  becomes 
the  new  director  of  the  Health 
Center. 

In  addition,  the  center  con- 
ducts three  specialty  clinics  in 


orthopedics,  gyn.ecology  and 
ternal  medicine. 


Work  on  New  Ricks  Campus 
Slated  to  Start  in  Fall  — Taylor 


Before  the  opening  of  the  fall 
quarter  of  instruction,  some 
work  will  have  started  on  the 
new  site  of  Ricks  College  in 
Idaho  Falls,  according  to  Har- 
vey L.  Taylor,  vice  administra- 
tor of  the  Unified  Church  School 
System. 

Chairmen  of  the  15  commit- 
tees planning  the  new  site  met  at 
Brigham  Young  University  Fri- 
day for  an  all-day  orientation 
meeting. 

ARMED  WTTH  A master  copy 
of  recommendations  for  the  cur- 
riculum at  the  expanded  college, 
the  chairmen  calculated  space 
needs  which  will  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  teaching  program 
of  various  departments  in  the 
new  buildings. 

These  space  need  studies  then 


pounds  of  butterfat  per  cow. 

National  and  state  averages 
for  pure  bred  cows  in  a testing 
service  more  closely  approxi- 
mate the  high  BYU  average,  but 
the  Provo  cows  still  have  a de- 
cided edge.  The  average  BYU 
cow  gives  1,488  more  quarts  of 
milk  and  87  more  pounds  of 
butterfat  than  the  average  tested 
cow  in  the  United  States  and 
1,401  more  quarts  of  milk  and 
80  more  pounds  of  butterfat  than 
the  average  tested  cow  in  the 
state  of  Utah. 

A RELATIVELY  new  mem- 
ber to  Herd  Improvement  Regis- 
try, the  BYU  herd  has  maintain- 
ed a decided  superiority  over  all 
other  institutions  in  the  state  in 
the  same  eight-year  testing  per- 
iod (1950-57).  The  BYU  herd 
has  averaged  849  more  quarts  of 
milk  and  79  more  pounds  of  but- 
terfat per  cow  each  year  than 
the  next  best  herd. 

The  best  single  year  of  pro- 
duction was  in  1952  when  the 
BYU  cows  were  first  in  the  na- 
tion with  an  average  of  6,907 
quarts  of  milk  and  522  pounds 
of  buttlerfat  per  cow. 

FOR  THE  LAST  two  months, 
the  student  herd  at  Brigham 
Young  was  the  best  milk  and 
butterfat  producer  in  Utah  Coun- 
ty, accprding  to  the  Dairy  Herd 
Improvement  Association  report. 
The  student  herd  is  comprised 
of  cows  owned  by  BYU  animal 
husbandry  majors  who  use-BYU 
facilities  to  get  maximum  pro- 
duction from  their  own  cows. 

Among  herds  of  from  30-51 
cows,  the  student  herd,  only  one 
of  its  kind  in  the  intermountain 
west,  had  a March  average  of 
684  quarter  of  milk  and  51 
pounds  of  butterfat.  This  was 
considerably  higher  than  the 
average  among  60  herds  and 
2203  cows  of  498  quarts  of  milk 
and  36  pounds  of  butterfat.

Utah’s  Gene  Fullmer  opened  heavy  training  last  week  for 
his  August  championship  fight  with  Carmen  Basilio.  For  those 
of  you  who  enjoy  this  hardy  sport  (as  a spectator) ; this  should 
be  some  fight  to  see.  Both  Fullmer  and  Basilio  are  noted  for 
their  superb  conditioning  and  their  pressing,  busy  style  of 
fighting.  Both  men  have  won  and  lost  the  middleweight  title  to 
Sugar  Ray  Robinson  and  are  up  for  their  second,  and  usually 
last,  chance  at  the  championship.  This  fight  should  have  all  the 
effect  of  two  cyclones  meshing  together  head  on. 

The  winner  of  the  fight  will  not  be  recognized  as  champion 
in  New  York.  The  New  York  State  Athletic  Commission  still 
recognizes  Robinson  as  the  middleweight  champion,  while  the 
National  Boxing  Association  will  crown  the  winner  of  the  Full- 
mer-Basilio  fight  champion.  Confusing  huh?

My  associations  with 
members  of  the  team,  the  dean, 
the  athletic  director,  and  admin- 
istration have  been  memorable. 
And  my  wife  and  I have  en- 
joyed very  much  Provo  and  the 
atmosphere  of  the  University.” 
“But  since  some  of  my  base- 
ball and  business  interests  are 
beginning  to  overlap  with  my 
coaching  duties,  I have  decided 
not  to  renew  my  contract  for  the 
coming  year.”

Records  Fall  at  AAU  Meet 


Three  new  records  were  set 
Saturday  at  the  National  AAU 
Track  and  Field  Championships 
held  in  Boulder,  Colo. 


Charlie  Tidwell,  Kansas  Uni- 
versity star,  set  a new  American 
record  in  the  200  meter  low 
hurdles  after  a near  photo  finish 
duel  with  Hays  Jones  of  Eastern 
Michigan  University.  Tidwell 
shortened  his  1958  mark  (22.7), 
to  22.6. 

Dyron  Burleson,  a freshman 
miler  from  Oregon,  beat  team- 
mate Jim  Grelle,  the  NCAA  mile 
champion,  in  the  1,500  meters 
race,  (120  yards  short  of  a mile), 
Burleson’s  time  of  3 minutes^ 
47.5  seconds  cracked  the  AAU 
mark  of  3:47.9  set  in  1940  by 
Wisconsin  miler  Walter  Mehl. 

Olympic  Gold  Medalist  A1 
Oerter,  former  Kansas  athlete, 
threw  the  discus  186  feet,  five 
inches.  This  was  4.5  inches  bet- 
ter than  the  old  mark  held  since 
1953  by  Fortune  Gordien  of  Min- 
nesota. 

Buster  Quist  of  New  Mexico 
and  L.  Jay  Silvester  of  Utah 
State  were  the  only  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Skyline  Conference 
to  win  places  in  Saturday’s  com- 
petition. 

Quist  won  second  in  the  jave- 
lin with  a 238.2  toss  and  Silves- 


ter won  fourth  in  the  discus. 

Several  members  of  the  BYU 
team  entered  the  meet  but  failed 
to  place. 

The  BYU  track  team  was 
scheduled  to  leave  New  York 
Sunday.  Their  first  meet  will  be 
in  Stockholm  Wednesday,  June 
24.
